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INTRODUCTION 


L'index des vingt-cing premiers volumes de la Revue canadien- 


ne de linguistique comprend deux parties principales: 1'INDEX 
GENERAL (pp. 1-32) et 1'INDEX DES MATIERES (pp. 33-78). 


L' INDEX GENERAL comprend tous les articles, les comptes 
rendus et les écrits divers parus dans les volumes 1 a 25. Il 
est dividé en trois parties: 


™® Les articles (pp. 3-14) sont classés par order alphabét- 
ique sous le nom du ou des auteurs et numérotés de 1 a 231. 
Les noms des co-auteurs, le cas échéant, sont intercalés 
dans cette liste alphabétique et renvoient aux articles 
pertinents. La liste comprend également les articles plus 
courts qui ont été publiés dans la rubrique des "Remarques". 


™ Les comptes rendus (pp. 15-30) sont classés de la méme 
maniére sous le nom du ou des auteurs du compte rendu, et 
numérotés de 501 a 781; les co-auteurs d'un compte rendu 
sont traités de la méme maniére que précédemment. La liste 


des comptes rendus comprend également les comptes rendus 
critiques. 


™® Les écrits divers (pp. 31-32) comprennent les biblio- 
graphies, les éditoriaux, les nécrologies et tout autre 
écrit. Ils sont numérotés de 1501 a 1533, et classés selon 
leur sujet. 


L' INDEX DES MATIERES comprend le nom des auteurs des 
livres ayant fait l'objet d'un compte rendu et des mots clefs 
extraits du titre des articles et des livres ayant fait l'objet 
d'un compte rendu. Cet index se base essentiellement sur les 
titres plut6t que sur le contenu des articles et des comptes 
rendus, et ne peut donc fournir plus de renseignements que les 
titres eux-mémes. Les mots clefs ont été choisis de fagon a 
refléter autant que possible le sujet général de l'article ou 
du livre. Des mots tels qu'analyse, langue, méthode ou théorie 
sont de nature trop générale pour étre utiles. Par ailleurs, 
des termes comme palatalisation du t sont trop spécifiques: ils 
sont donc remplacés par des termes plus généraux comme palatal- 
isation. Les entrées conservent la langue du titre; par exemple, 
on ne trouvera pas aprés l'entrée Greek les renvois donnés aprés 
l'entrée grec. On a utilisé des entrées multiples pour regrouper 
des entrées qui partagent le méme premier mot, ainsi l'exemple 
suivant:

This index to the first twenty-five volumes of The Canadian 
Journal of Linguistics consists of two main parts: the GENERAL 
INDEX (pp. 1-32), and the SUBJECT INDEX (pp. 33-78). 


The GENERAL INDEX lists all articles, reviews and miscel- 
laneous matter which appeared in Vols. 1 to 25. It is organized 
in three subparts, as follows: 


® Articles (pp. 3-14) are arranged alphabetically by the 

first author's surname, and numbered from 1 to 231. Co-author's 
surnames are interpolated alphabetically in the list, along 
with the reference number of the relevant article. The list 

of articles includes shorter articles published under the 
rubric "Remarks" as well.

@ Reviews (pp. 15-30) are arranged alphabetically by the 
reviewer's surname, and numbered from 501 to 781. Where two 
reviewers are involved, the second reviewer's surname is 
interpolated alphabetically, with the reference number of 
the relevant review. The list of reviews includes review 
articles as well. 

™@ Miscellany (pp. 31-32) includes bibliographies, editorials, 
obituaries and other matter, numbered from 1501 to 1533. It 
is arranged by topic. 


The SUBJECT INDEX lists authors of works reviewed, key 
words in the titles of articles, and key words in the titles 
of works reviewed. This index is based on titles rather than 
on the content of the articles and reviews; it can only be as 
informative as the titles themselves. The selection of key 
words is intended to reflect the general topic of the article 
or book as far as possible. Words such as analysis, language, 
method, or theory are too general to be useful. On the other 
hand, terms such as T-palatalization are too specific; they are 
listed under the more general terms, such as palatalization. 
Entries are made in the language of the title; for example, the 
entry for grec does not repeat the references in the entry for 
Greek. Multiple listings in the Subject Index usually share 
only the first word; for example, the following entry

An Essay on, 621 


refers to three separate topics which have in common only the 
key word, “language" (that is, language acquisition and Trans- 
formational Grammar, language and ethnic relations in Canada, 
and An Essay on Language). When the key word occurs in the 
middle of an entry, its position is marked by *, as follows:

Non-alphabetic symbols which occur as key words are listed 
after "Z" at the end of the Subject Index. 


Atteindre 1'age de 25 ans, il faut l'admettre, est un triomphe 
pour n'importe quelle revue savante. Cela est encore plus 
Marquant pour une revue de linguistique. La Revue canadienne 
de linguistique célébra en 1980 son 25e anniversaire avec la 
publication du volume 25. Seules deux autres revues de ling- 
uistique générale moderne ont eu une vie plus longue; peu de 
revues de linguistique, anciennes ou récentes, atteignent un 
auditoire international aussi vaste. 

La publication de cet index des vingt-cinqg premiers volumes 
nous offre une bonne occasion -- une bonne excuse, pourrions- 
nous ajouter -- de jeter un regard en arriére, ne serait-ce 
qu'un instant, sur ce qui a été accompli. Rares sont les lect- 
eurs qui pensent a la RCL comme d'une institution en soi, 
c'est-a-dire un organisme ayant une histoire, une forme et 
un caractére particuliers. Et ils ont raison: le service qu'ils 
sont en droit d'attendre de la RCL est qu'elle leur permette de 
faire avancer leurs recherches, qu'elle pique leur curiosité et 
qu'elle les renseigne sur les principaux courants de leur disci- 
pline. L'age d'une revue, fGt-il vénérable, ne change en rien 
sa fonction. C'est cette raison méme qui fait qu'a la rédaction, 
on ne pense jamais, ou si rarement, a la revue en tant qu'insti- 
tution: la réalisation du prochain numéro constitue,a juste 
titre, la préoccupation majeure, et ne laisse que peu de temps 
pour penser aux futurs numéros, et a plus forte raison aux 
anciens. Aprés la publication, les centaines de décisions que 
l'on a dG prendre, que ce soit la sélection des articles, la 
présentation, la mise en forme,.le style, sont vite oubliés -- 
sauf, bien entendu, si l'une d'entre elles s'avére malheureuse. 
Qu'une succession de numéros pendant vingt-cing ans puisse con- 
stituer une histoire et créer une tradition est un fait qui nous 
surprend tous, rédacteurs autant que lecteurs. 


La fin premiére d'un index comme celui-ci, et sa seule 
justification en fait, est de constituer un outil bibliogra- 
phique utile a la recherche. En méme temps, il était inévit- 
able, méme si ce n'était pas 1A son but, que 1'index présente 
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une rétrospective de l'histoire de la RCL, et méme qu'il 
refléte l'évolution générale de la linguistique. Cet index, 
par exemple, pourrait attester de l'intérét que l'on a porté 

a certaines périodes a la géographie linguistique, A 1'import- 
ance des plus minimes détails dans 1'élaboration de la théorie 
phonémique ou au développement du paradigme génératif; il 
pourrait aussi servir a l'histoire des individus en montrant 
le cheminement des auteurs. Quant aux ouvrages ayant l'objet 
de comptes rendus, on pourrait souvent dire qu'ils constituent 
de vraies piéces de collection au petit musée de la linguisti- 
que. 


Malgré tout, certains faits essentiels dans l'histoire 
de la RCL ne ressortent pas de la lecture de ces listes, et 
si certains y sont sous-entendus, ils n'en demeurent souvent 
pas moins impénétrables. Il n'est peut-étre pas inutile d'en 
mentionner quelques-uns pour satisfaire les curiosités ainsi 
éveillées; un peu d'histoire ne peut faire de mal. 


Bien que le volume paru en 1980 ait porté le numéro 25, 
faisant de cette date l'année officielle du 25e anniversaire 
de la RCL, la fondation de la revue remonte réellement a 26 
ans avant cette date. Le "vrai" premier numéro (1,1) parut en 
octobre 1954. Ce "vrai" premier numéro toutefois semble avoir 
été laissé pour comte par le bureau de 1'Association canadien- 
ne de linguistique bien qu'il contenait des articles de 
linguistes de la trempe de Walter S. Avis, Gaston Dulong, 
Raven I. McDavid et J.B. Rudnyckyj. Quoi qu'il en soit, il 
fut suivi d'un deuxiéme numéro en mars 1955 portant le méme 
numéro 1,1 dont il se distinguait cependant par 1'indication 
"Regular Series", sans autre forme d'explication. Le deuxiéme 
numéro du volume 1 parut en octobre 1955 avec la méme indic- 
ation. Cette indication mystérieuse se maintenait sur le 
troisiéme numéro, pour ensuite disparaitre a4 tout jamais. 


M.H. Scargill, alors professeur a l'Université de 
l'Alberta, dirigea les trois numéros du volume 1 et le 
premier numéro du volume 2, paru en mars 1956. Le prix de 
l'abonnement de $2 en 1955 fut réduit a $1 en 1956. Le format 
alors était moindre (12cm x 17cm), et chaque numéro contenait 
de 30 a 40 pages. Une subvention accordée par le Conseil des 
gouverneurs de l'Université de 1'Alberta en payait les frais 
d'impression. 


Jean-Paul Vinay, alors professeur a l'Université de 
Montréal, reprit la rédaction en se chargeant du numéro 2,2, 
qui devait paraitre en octobre 1956. Il demeura rédacteur 
trois ans et demi, jusqu'au printemps 1960 lorsque sortit le 
numéro 6,1. L'affiliation de la revue a l'Université de 
1'Alberta avait pris fin avec le mandat du professor Scargill; 
le premier numéro dirigé par le professeur Vinay annongait 
que la revue était désormais indépendante ("on its own"). Le 
prix de l'abonnement remontait a $2 et le nombre des abonnés 
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qui atteignait 110 pour le volume 2 augmentait a 249, y compris 
62 bibliothéques, dés le volume suivant. Le premier numéro diri- 
gé par le professeur Vinay fut imprimé 4 Ann Arbor au Michigan 
et les suivants a Beauceville au Québec. Le format de la revue 
alors s'agrandissait (14cm x 22 cm) et elle contenait un minimum 
de 40 pages par numéro. 


John W. Wevers de l'Université de Toronto garda le format 
et l'imprimeur précédents lorsqu'il prit la direction en 
automne 1960 (vol. 6,2). Cependant la parution du volume 7,1 
amena un grand nombre de changements. Jusqu'avant, la revue 
s'intitulait La Revue de 1l'Association canadienne de linguist- 
ique. C'est alors qu'elle prit le nom que nous lui connaissons 
aujourd'hui. Ce changement, expliquait le professeur Wevers en 
éditorial, avait pour but de montrer que la revue avait élargi 
symboliquement ses perspectives. Le format aussi changea (pour 
devenir essentiellement celui d'aujourd'hui), le nombre de 
Pages augmenta, et pour la premiére fois, la revue était reliée 
au lieu d'étre agrafée. L'impression fut confiée aux Presses 
de l'Université de Toronto, 1l'imprimeur actuel, qui offraient 
alors une subvention de $1500 par an. Enfin le prix de l'abon- 
nement s'éléva a $4. Le nombre des abonnés continua A augmenter 
en particulier a 1'étranger. A 1'automne 1963, lors de la 
publication du numéro 9,1, ce nombre avait atteint 420, ce qui 
comprenait 120 institutions. 


Le professeur Wevers dirigea six volumes et demi, jusqu'au 
printemps 1967, et céda la direction au professeur B.H. Smeaton 
de l'Université de Calgary. Celui-ci dirigea trois volumes, de 
l'automne 1967 au printemps 1970. A l'automne 1970, la direction 
de la revue revint a 1'Université de Toronto et y resta treize 
ans. 


Le professeur E.N. Burstynsky dirigea les volumes 16 a 23 
de l'automne 1970 a l'automne 1978 -- la direction la plus 
longue qu'ait connue l'histoire de la revue. Le nombre des abon- 
nés continua a augmenter, tant du Canada que de l'étranger, et 
le prix de l'abonnement augmenta légérement, mais reguliérement -- 
de $4 (en 1961) a $6 (en 1968), puis a $10 (en 1974), et enfin 
a $15 (en 1980). Pendant cette méme période, tous les frais de 
publication supplémentaires furent couverts par des subventions, 
d'abord du Conseil des recherches en humanités, et plus tard 
par la Division des communications entre chercheurs du Conseil 
de recherches en sciences humaines du Canada. 


Ces vingt-cing premiéres années de la vie de la RCL ont 
vu de nombreux changements et tout laisse croire que les vingt- 


cinq prochaines années en verront tout autant.

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Twenty-fiye years is a yenerable age for a learned journal to 

attain in any discipline. It is a remarkable age for a journal 

of linguistics. The Canadian Journal of Linguistics officially 

marked its twenty-fifth anniversary in 1980, with the public- 

ation of Volume 25. Only two other journals dealing with modern 

general linguistics have a longer history, and very few journals 

in linguistics, whether older or younger, reach such a far-flung | 

international audience. 
The publication now of this, our Index for the first | 

twenty-five volumes, provides a suitable -- or at least an 

excuseable -- occasion for looking back, if only momentarily, 

on what has been accomplished. The readers of the CJL seldom 

or never think of it as an entity in its own right, that is, 

as an entity with its own history and its own form and charac- 

ter. Rightly so: the CJL serves its readers only insofar as it 

furthers their research, piques their curiosity, and keeps them 

informed of the main currents of their discipline. Being vener- 

able has nothing whatever to do with a journal's function. For 

exactly that same reason, the editorial staff of the CJL seldom 

or never thinks of it as an entity in its own right. They are 

too preoccupied, and rightly so, with assembling its next issue 

to give much thought to past issues or even to issues in the 

distant future. The hundreds of editorial decisions that have 

to be made about selection, representation, format, and style 

for each issue are long forgotten by the time the issue is 

printed, unless of course some of those decisions prove to be 

controversial, or wrong. To the editors no less than to the 

readers, it is surprising to discover that the succession of 

one issue after another in a quarter of a century adds up to 


a history and a tradition. 


The main purpose, and the only real justification, for 
publishing an Index such as this one is to facilitate scholar- 
ly access to the materials that have appeared in the CJL over 
the years. Inevitably, though entirely accidentally, the Index 
also forms a retrospective of its history. To a great extent, 
of course, the retrospective reflects the currents of linguist- 
ics in general. From the Index, one probably could, if one were 
to take the time, document the early preoccupation with dialect 
geography, the quarrels about minutiae of phoneme theory, the 
rise of transformationalist notions, and much else as well: one 
could note how authors come and go, sometimes staying around 
for a while in between; and one could observe that books review- 
ed, however glowingly, often sound like artifacts for a linguist- 
ic museum. There is more than a little history recoverable from 
the lists which follow. 


At the same time, many of the essentials of the CJL's 
history are not recoverable from those lists; if they are 
implied in the lists, they are still covert. It might be use- 
ful to recite a few of those essentials here, in case any one 
ever wonders about them. At the very least, it can do no harm. 
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Although Vol. 25 appeared in 1980, thus institutionaliz- 
ing 1980 as the CJL's silver anniversary year, it was really 
only the silver anniversary according to the publishing sched- 
ule, not according to the calendar. By the calendar, 1979 was 
cur twenty-fifth year of publication, since the first issue 
(1,1) actually appeared in October 1954. That first issue, 
however, seems to have been discounted by the officers of the 
newly formed Canadian Linguistics Association, notwithstanding 
the fact that it included short articles by the likes of 
Walter S. Avis, Gaston Dulong, Raven I. McDavid, Jr., and 
J.B. Rudnyckyj. In any case, it was followed by a second issue 
in March 1955 which bore exactly the same number, the only 
distinction being that this new 1,1 was designated “Regular 
Series" without further explanation. The second number for 
Volume I appeared in October 1955, also designated "Regular 
Series," and the mysterious designation was retained for one 
more issue after that as well, and then dropped forever. 


M.H. Scargill, then at the University of Alberta, edited 
all three issues of Vol. 1 and also the first issue of Vol. 2, 
which appeared in March 1956. Subscriptions cost $2 in 1955, 
but were halved to only $1 for the next year. The format was 
small (12cm x 17cm), with 30 to 40 pages per issue. Printing 
costs were subsidized by the Board of Governors of the 
University of Alberta. 


Jean-Paul Vinay, then at the University of Montreal, took 
over as editor beginning with issue 2,2, which appeared in 
October 1956, and he continued as editor for the next three 
years, until 6,1 in the spring of 1960. The affiliation with 
the University of Alberta ended with Professor Scargill's 
editorship, and Professor Vinay's first issue announced that 
the journal was now "on its own." Subscription costs returned 
to $2, and for Vol. 2, the list of subscribers numbered 110. 
By the time the first number of Vol. 3 appeared in March 1957, 
the subscribers had increased to 249, including 62 libraries. 
Professor Vinay's first issue was printed in Ann Arbor, Michi- 
gan, but after that, he had it printed in Beauceville, Quebec. 
The format was new too. The pages were larger, 14cm x 22 cm, 
with a minimum of 40 pages per issue. 


Both the format and the Beauceville printer were retained 
after John W. Wevers of the University of Toronto became editor 
for 6,2, in the fall of 1960. However, with the appearance of 
7,1 in the fall of 1961, Professor Wevers introduced numerous 
changes, both large and small. Until 7,1 the journal had been 
called The Journal of the Canadian Linguistic Association; 
beginning with 7,1, it took the name which it has had ever 
since. The change in name was intended to show, as Professor 
Wevers explained in an editorial, that the journal "has now 
symbolically broadened its point of view." The same issue had 
a new format, essentially the same format that the CJL 
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has had eyer since. Page size increased, the number of pages 
per issue increased, and for the first time the journal was 
bound rather than stapled, The new printer was the University 
of Toronto Press, our printer to this day. Beginning with 
Professor Wevers' editorship, the University of Toronto Press 
not only printed the issues but also subsidized the journal 
with an annual grant of $1500. Subscription costs doubled to 
$4. 


The number of subscribers increased significantly, especial- 
ly outside of Canada. By the fall of 1963, when 9,1 was published, 


the list of subscribers had grown to 420, including 120 insti- 
tutions. 


Professor Wevers edited six and a half volumes of the 
journal, taking it all the way to the spring of 1967. 
Professor B.H. Smeaton of the University of Calgary became 
the editor beginning with Vol. 13 in the fall of 1967, and 
edited three volumes. In the fall of 1970, the editorship re- 
turned to the University of Toronto where it remained for the 
next thirteen years. Professor E.N. Burstynsky edited volumes 
16 to 23 from the fall of 1970 until the fall of 1978, the 
longest term for any of the editors. The number of subscribers 
grew steadily, both within Canada and internationally, and the 
cost of membership increased slightly but steadily too, from 
$4 (in 1961) to $6 (in 1968) to $10 (in 1974) to $15 (in 1980). 
In the same period, additional costs of publication were cover- 
ed by grants, first from the Humanities Research Council and 
later from the Research Communications Division of the Social 
Science and Humanities Research Council of Canada. 


Ne have seen many changes in the CJL in the first twenty- 
five years, and we are likely to see just as many in our next 
twenty-five years. There is no standing still. Even as this 
Index appears, we are already a year and a half into our second 
quarter of a century.
